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DETAILED ACTION 



Acknowledgment is made of the amendment filed on September 03, 2008. Claims 1 and 
4-15 are currently pending. 



Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
in claim 4, line 1, delete "transient". 
Appropriate correction is required. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1 and 4-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Antes 
(US 4,501,439) in view of Baldi (US 6,547,151). 

Antes teaches 



a card (document 1) comprising: 

a substrate with one or more optical data deformations (microstructure 6) incorporated 



therein that are representative of digital data (col. 3, lines 14-20); and 
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optical state change security material (layer 3) formed as a layer over said optical data 
deformations (col. 3, lines 14-26); 

the card wherein said optical state change material is associated with said optical data 
deformations to provide at least two optical data reads when said optical data deformations are 
read by an optical reader; 

the card wherein each of said optical data reds is indicated of valid data; 

the card wherein one of said optical data reads is indicated of valid data, while the other 
of said optical data reads is indicative of invalid data; 

the card wherein each of said optical data reads is invalid; 

the card wherein said optical data deformations comprise pits and lands; and 

the card wherein said pits comprise pits of two distinctly different depths. 

The teachings of Antes have been discussed above. 

Antes lacks the teaching of an integrated circuit. 

Baldi teaches an IC carrier comprising an integrated circuit (col. 2, lines 13-24). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have readily recognized that providing the Antes 
invention with an integrated circuit would have been beneficial for providing the document with 
a manner of storing a large quantity of information within a minimal amount of space. 
Therefore, it would have been obvious, at the time the invention was made, to modify the 
teachings of Antes with the aforementioned teaching of Baldi. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 and 4-15 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection prompted by the amendment to the claims.
